| NEW YORK, March 5.—Reaction following the war was blamed 
tonight by the Save-a-Life League for the large number of suicides 
1921, 20,000 of which were estimated to have taken place in this coun- 
try. The number of cases brought to the league’s attention was 
12,144, of which 8410 were males and 3734 femaics. 

“This waste of life, the result of 
recent disturbed economic condi- 
tions and the aftermath of war.” 
said a report by Harry M. Warren, 
president of the league, “has 
caused commercia) failures, loss of 
employment and much real suffer- 
ing. The growing complexity of our 
modern life, the feverish unrest, 
crimes, divorces, questionable dress, 
unhappy home relations, the de- 
cline of religious .sentiment, and 
other things have caused de- 
ranged nerves, depression and less 


self-control. With improved busi- 
ness, which is sure to come, the 
suicide rate will be reduced and 
prosperity and happiness will re- 
turn.” 


MANY CHILDREN END LIVES. 


One of the striking features of 
the report is the increase in the 
number of suicides of children. 
There were 477 in 1919, 707 in 
1920 and 858 in 1921. There also 
were 509 war veterans among the 
suicides last year.

The consumption of 
pastry and candy as a substitute 
for alcohol has increased tre- 
mendousiy. Candy eating is much 
more harmful than moderate 
drinking. and it does not give the 
benefit as an emotional outlet that 
comes from moderate drirking.” 

In effect Dr. Brill’s argument is 
that the drinking defective has not 
been assisted by prohibition and 
that other persons through un- 
usual overindulgence have suf- 
fered from it. 

“It has never been shown in 
any scientifiC way that moderate 


erate drinkers have belonged to 
the higher type of people in the 
best civilization—as against the 
nondrinking Turks, Chinese and 
Africans.” 


LEADS TO EXCESSES. 
It is the psychologist’s diagnosis 
that primitive impulses are en- 
hanced a a result of prohibition. 
When people cannot get an outlet 
through alcohol, which, he avers, 
was a very concentrated good out- 
let for the average person, they 
have to get it in something else. 

Thus the extreme forms of 
dance and the publication of inde- 
cent pictures are partly due to the 


stimulation which prohibition has 


given to primitive impulses. These 
evils are also able to manifest 
themselves because the disgust of 
the public with reform and re- 
strictive legislation is such that 
they will have no more of it. 

Dr. Brill concludes his very fn- 


with the object, of protecting from 
alcohol the smatiest minority, the 
type of defettives who furnished 
the habitual drunkards. They 
cannot be protected. They are 
killing themselves off now as fast, 
or perhaps faster, than ever. 


INDIFFERENT TO LAWS.
